TREE  PEONIES— For  Autumn,  1930 


Lately  the  “Elower  of  the  Emperor,”  Tree  Peonies 
are  now  becoming  available  for  American  gardens. 
The  plants  develop  into  large  bushes,  bearing  numerous 
blooms  borne  on  hardwood  branches.  They  are  com¬ 
parable  to  the  lilac  in  hardiness  and  excel  Herbaceous 
Peonies  in  size,  texture,  and  color-range. 

Culture. — Once  established.  Tree  Peonies  are  as 
^jiprcly  as  lilacs.  Eor  the  first  winter  they  should  be 
northed  heavily  with  clean  materials.  South  and  east 
exV^sures  are  the  best  locations,  and  none  except  mature, 


established  plants  should  be  exposed  to  the  north  and 
west  winter  winds.  Keep  watered  and  cultivated.  Plant 
deeply.  Plants  gradually  grow  into  bushes  3  to  6  feet 
in  height  and  spread,  bearing,  in  many  cases,  more  than 
a  hundred  blooms.  Tree  Peonies  bloom  from  two  to 
three  weeks  earlier  than  herbaceous  varieties  and  blooms 
are  larger  and  more  beautiful.  Petals  in  most  cases 
resemble  crepe  paper,  and  colors  are  clear  and  int_nse. 

Planting  and  shipping  are  done  during  August  and 
September.

Why  French  Lilacs? 

A  common  or  old-fashioned  Lilac  (Syrin  a 
vulgaris)  will  usually  stand  for  years,  and  al¬ 
most  fdl  out  the  space  assigned  to  it  before 
blooming,  but  a  French  hybrid  will  bloom 
freely  in  the  18  to  24-inch  size  and  regularly 
afterwards,  frosts  and  culture  permitting. 
There  is  also  the  established  argument  that 
when  space  is  limited  one  should  have  the 
best,  for  it  takes  up  no  more  room  and  costs 
no  more  to  maintain  than  does  the  less 
desirable  Lilac.
